told the story Of the last order ever! 
given on the field by irhe Confederate j 
commander. 
In the last desperate days of the * 
war old Gov. Henry A. Wise of Vir­ 
ginia, unable, despite Ms white hairs, j 
to resist the call of his state, hackled ? 
on his harness and went forth to bat- I 
tie. Gen. Lee, who In his youth had 
been a pelt of the governor, made bim 
a brigadier-general, and no hot-blood- j 
ed young officer ever braved the peril-1 
ous front of war -with more dare-devil1 
recklessness than the aged warrior. 
whose white locks, waving above his 
pale, classic features, were like the 
white plume of Navarre to his devoted 
soldiers. 
In the retreat from Richmond to ruin 
the doughty old general, a stranger to 
despair and too busy breasting the ris­ 
ing flood of the northern legions to 
heed the striking of the clock of Fate 
was leading a desperate charge at Sail­ 
or’s Creek, the last battle of the war, 
when he heard a rumor of Lee’s sur­ 
render. Filled with astonishment and 
anxiety, he turned his horse at the 
close of the fight and sparred in search 
of his commander-in-chief.

NELSON HAWKINS CASE 


BEFORE APPELATE COURT 


Oklahoma City. .Nov. 20.—The crim- 


inal court of appeals heard arguments 
Wednesday on the petition of Nelson 
•Hawkins for a -writ of habeas corpus 
to secure his release from the snate 
penitentiary where te 'Was sent from 
'Ponitotbc county to serve forty years 
for murder. Hawkins received a pa- 
role from Acting Governor J. J. Mc- 
Alester in l&ll, when Governor Cruce 
was supposed t» t>e out of the state, 
but upon the latter's return to Okja- 
homa City lie revoked the parole and 
ordered 'Hawkins taken back, to the 
prLson. Attorneys for Hawkins claim 
the governor could not revoke the pa- 
role .unless a specific violation tiad 
been committed. Assistant Attorney 
General Davenport argued that the 
parole was issued upon condition that 
the governor mighlt revoke it la.ny limr: 
and for any reason he deemed fit. De- 
venport contended that in face of this 
condition in the parole, the courts 
could not properly consider the cause.

21, 19T3, As to time, the attorneys for 
Hawkins originally claimed that Wc- 
Aleater affixed his signature at 9:f>6, 
but they filed an amendment. Wednes- 
day claiminfg lie signed the papers at 
S o'clock.

zine consented to suppress the edition 
and to. destroy the plates and event- 
ually the matter was iusfoed up. 


'Mr; Hale was literary editor of a 


New York newspaper when 'President 
-Wilson 'became .governor of New Jer- 
sey. Mr. Hale was a strong supporter 
of 'Mr. Wilson and became an inltdmate 
/riend of the governor. The friendship 
continued after Mr. Wilson -was elect- 
ed president and Mr. Hale was a fre- 
quent visitor at the W-hite ;House. 
•When tht Mexican situation -became 
acute, President Wilson sent Mr. 'Hale 
to Mexico as Ibis personal represen- 
tative^ to -obtain authentic iiifonaation 
and 'advice concerning-tie conditions 
in Mexico.
